(using 4 during the day and 3 at night) at 45-36-18/94-08-21. They are reported 
to be playing Classic Rock with AM 540, the Goat as a slogan. 

AK Anchorage — Their Construction Permit 
(CP) for U1 3100/5000 is now on the air. 
Since they relocated to the tower of co- 
owned KENI-650 (at 61-09-58/149-49-34) 
which is taller than the old KTZN tower, the 
daytime power was required to be reduced 
from the original 5 kW in order to 
theoretically cover the same area during daytime operations. 

PA Philadelphia — Is now on with U4 43000/21000.

WLVA_ VA Lynchburg - Having operated under an STA with U1 250/15 from a long 
wire antenna while engineering changes were being made to move from 590 
kHz (swapping frequencies with co-owned WLES_ Bon Air), WLVA has now 
gone silent under an ‘silent’ STA. They have a CP to move to 580 kHz with 
U1 250/15, diplexing into the tower of WBRG-1050. [see next item] 

WLES_- VA Bon Air- After moving from 580, WLES has been granted an extension of an 
STA with U1 600/58 [see related item above].

WXVA_ VA Winchester - CP granted for U2 380/500, decreasing daytime power and 
eliminating directional operation from a new day transmitter site at 39-07- 
26/78-12-44. Their 4-tower nighttime site remains at 39-11-53/78-13-13.

KJCB_ LA Lafayette - Licensed for U2 1000/500, KJCB filed for a Silent STA due to 
‘component failure’ in April. Now, they have file for an STA using 1000/125 
using a long wire antenna, as they have lost the lease on their transmitter site. 

CP CA Olivehurst — New station granted with U4 350/250 from 2 towers at 39-03- 
28/121-34-38. The day pattern is basically a circle headed northeast anchored 
at Olivehurst, while the night pattern is two circular lobes headed northeast 
and southwest. The SW lobe is about twice the size as the NE lobe. Olivehurst 
is in California 64 southeast of Marysville/Yuba City. 

WATV AL Birmingham - Licensed for U4 845/158, WATV lost its tower to a tornado on 


April 27. They have returned under a Special Temporary 
Authorization (STA) using a 45' inverted-L antenna with 
xOL approximately 846 Watts until “the WATV tower and 
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facilities can be reconstructed in accordance with the 
station's licensed specifications.” 

WDAY ND Fargo - Reportedly off the air due to storm damage to their towers. 

WRYT IL _ Edwardsville — CP granted for U7 500/20 CH 380, adding the CH 
designation.

The 
new day pattern sends a large lobe to the southeast with smaller lobes to the 
northwest and west. The day pattern is unchanged with large equal lobes to 
the south-southeast and west. 

CP IN Terre Haute — New station granted with U1 1000/1000 from a 278' tower at 
39-29-21/87-25-10. 

KWAK AR Stuttgart - Coordinate correction to 34-29-08/91-33-35. 

CP AR Bethel Heights — New station granted with U1 1000/1000 at 36-12-43/94-07- 
38. 

KRRZ ND Minot - Due to flooding in the area, KRRZ’s transmitter site is under water. 
They are now operating under an STA with U1 1000/1000 from the center 
tower of co-owned KCJB-910’s newly-built, but yet unused, 3-tower array at 
48-12-09/101-20-53. 

WNYG NY Medford - CP granted to move here from Babylon with D1 1000/0 and 
relocating the transmitter to the site of WLIM-1580 Patchogue at 40-47-45/72- 
59-32. 

WCHM GA Clarkesville - CP granted for U1 878/878. The will increase the height of 
their tower from 98 to 148 feet in order to install an LPFM antenna. So, in 
order to maintain the same coverage area as previously licensed, the decrease 
in power is required. 

KMYN NM Isleta — CP granted to move here (formerly 1500 at Alamo Community) with 
U1 5000/25 CH 4200 from a new tower at 34-25-01/107-30-04. 
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Denmark — Licensed at Two Rivers with U1 1000/33, WGBW had a CP for 
U4 10000/200 moving here. They then applied for U4 10000/50, which has 
been approved, still moving to Denmark. [Last issue we reported they 
applied for U4 10000/500, which was in error.] 

Biloxi — After having operated under an STA with U1 2500/2500 as they were 
replacing their tower, WTNI has now returned to their licensed powers of U1 
10000/1000.

News Item: Chattanooga’s oldest station, WDOD-1310, has signed off after 86 years. The 
owner is selling the 22 acres associated with the station to the Baylor School, and turning in 
the license to the FCC, according to the Chattanoogan. The station had most recently been 
running in a simulcast with WDEF-1370. General Manager Bernie Barker says “. . . the 
equipment was very old”. WDOD signed on April 23, 1925 by Norman Thomas and Earl 
Winger. They were in the business of making crystal radio sets, so for them and many others, 
it seemed like a natural extension of their business to operate a radio station that would get 
people to buy their sets. Many department stores that sold radio receivers did the same thing, 
and became station owners. In the case of Chattanooga’s WDOD, it retained the same call 
letters for its entire existence. The AM signed off the air on Wednesday, June 1. 
News Item: Mexico’s spectrum regulating authority, COFETEL, has made a ruling which 
allows HD Radio on all AM and FM stations. Our southern neighbor first authorized HD in 
2007 for stations within 200 miles of the U.S. border, but this action allows the technology to 
be used on all stations anywhere in the country. 
News Item: Mark your calendars! On November 9 (a Wednesday) at 2 PM Eastern Standard 
Time (1 PM Central, etc), every broadcast station licensed by the FCC will be (read that 
‘should be') participating in the first nationwide Emergency Action System test. This means 
that no matter what station are listening to, you'll hear that famous ‘message’, which will last 
between 3 and 3-1/2 minutes. The Emergency Action Termination (EAT) code will not be 
used. The test will consist of the Emergency Action Notification (EAN) code followed by the 
audio message and finishing with the End of Message (EOM) code. Such a test was already 
conducted in Alaska which revealed a lot of faults in the system, and lessons were learned by 


both the stations and the government agencies involved (the FCC and FEMA). Each station 
must report to the FCC whether or not the test was run successfully, and the Feds indicated 
fines will be in order if the test is not complied with.

DENMARK: The Danish national public service radio station DR reactived long wave 243 
kHz using a brand new Nautel 50 kW sender from the current transmitter site in Kalundborg on the 
western part of Sealand (Sjeelland), Denmark. Broadcasting on medium wave 1062 kHz (250 kW) 
was scheduled to cease June 27. Broadcasting hours for 243 will remain the same. Cf. WRTH or 
Euro-African MW Guide for details. The use of 243 kHz with 300 kW was ended in February 2007, 
but after Turkey left the channel in October 2008, DR is the only radio station on this channel. Thus 
it is estimated that the coverage will be pretty good on 243 although the power utilized is only 50 
kW. [Stig Hartvig Nielsen, mwdx] 

GERMANY: The MDR Info transmitter at Wachenbrunn, South Thtiringen on 882 kHz is 
about to close. JUN 30 2120 a tape loop announcing the closure is being transmitted. Alternative 
listening is advised, including the 783 kHz transmitter at Leipzig, which carries the regular MDR 
Info service. [Geir, Vestnes, Norway, RealDX] 

NORWAY: The 630 kHz AM transmitter at Vigra near Aalesund was switched off June 30 at 
0645. The official "job" was performed during the regional service of NRK and carried live from the 
transmitter building. The tower will be taken down September 8 this year, a task contracted to 
Army specialists. [Geir, Vestnes, Norway, RealDX] 

PERU: The new station at 1640 kHz has a new name, R.Kalikanto, with slogans: "Desde 
chamaca-chumbivilcas para el mundo" and "una radio para confiar.".

Ww thy 
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Seeking Armageddon for the Radio Network that Falsely Predicted It 


Multiple complaints have been filed in an an effort to shut down 
Harold Camping's broadcast empire

The world did not end on May 21 as Harold Camping, an Oakland evangelist, predicted. But 
some would still like to see Armageddon — for Camping’s radio empire. 

Several people have filed complaints with the Federal Communications Commission demanding 
that the licenses of dozens of AM and FM radio stations owned by Family Radio, Camping’s 
broadcast ministry, be revoked. Copies of the complaints were obtained by The Bay Citizen using a 
federal Freedom of Information Act request. 

The FCC, as per its usual policy, redacted the names of those who filed the complaints — seven 
were filed between Jan. 11 and May 25. They originated from across the nation in communities 
where Family Radio has stations, including California, Maryland, New York and Wisconsin. 

The complaints said Family Radio had created a public panic and deceived listeners into sending 
the ministry money; the ministry has said it raised and spent “tens of millions of dollars” promoting 
the May 21 prediction. At least two grim incidents have been linked to Camping’s doomsday 
message. 

Referring to Camping, a complainant from Redwood City, Calif., said: “He has created untold 
financial catastrophe and abrogated his responsibility as a broadcaster of public airwaves. His 
licenses should be revoked.” 

A complaint from Stevensville, Md., said, “They are distributing hateful and homophobic 
messages on-air including ‘Gay Pride is a sign of the end of the world.’” 

Another complaint, from Valley Cottage, N.Y., took the FCC to task for not halting the May 21 
campaign while it was happening, and said, “If it causes one casualty or tragedy when it could have 
been prevented well then shame on you.” 

Family Radio is on 216 AM, FM and low-power radio stations in the United States. Tom Evans, a 
ministry spokesman, said in an email that there was no formal investigation, and, “The FCC has not 
contacted us, so I have no interest in commenting.” 

So far the FCC has taken no action against Family Radio — and it is unlikely to do so. 

Officials from the agency would not comment on the record, but commission employees and 
industry experts said that the federal government does not intervene when religious beliefs are 
involved, citing the First Amendment and separation of church and state. 

The fundamentalist Christian Camping ministry is not affiliated with any church. 

There are few examples of the federal government’s silencing religious broadcasters. Perhaps the 
most significant case was in 1939 when the Rev. Charles Coughlin, a Roman Catholic priest and 
virulent anti-Semite in Michigan, had his popular radio show canceled because of World War II 
security concerns. 

These days the FCC typically admonishes broadcasters when indecency complaints are involved. 
On Monday the Supreme Court agreed to hear an FCC argument that it should be allowed to fine 
broadcasters if an obscenity is accidentally uttered during live programming. 

Marlene Winelle, a Berkeley psychologist who treats patients suffering from religious trauma, 
said the FCC should be more concerned about Family Radio than errant curse words. 

Winelle referred to two tragedies that have been linked to the May 21 prophecy where people 
feared being left behind as the rapture occurred, and rather than face an agonizing apocalypse, took 
horrific action: 

In Antioch on May 21, at the hour the rapture was to arrive, Victor Frasno reportedly tried to 
reach God across a lake, but could not swim, and drowned. On March 18 in Palmdale, Calif., Lyn 
Benedetto slit the throats of her two daughters, and then her own, the police said, to prevent them 
from suffering on the impending doomsday. All survived, and Benedetto is in jail awaiting trial. 

“The whole rapture teaching is just abusive,” Winelle said, adding she was not surprised that the 
FCC is unlikely to intercede. “It’s hard in such a religious culture to hold anyone accountable.” 

Dina Ibrahim, associate professor of broadcast and electronic communication arts at San 
Francisco State University, said she understood people’s frustration over the FCC’s inaction in a 
case like Family Radio. 

“It’s disheartening to see how arbitrary these decisions can seem,” Ibrahim said. She said the 
government tends to act only when children are exposed to content considered obscene. 

While the complaints to the FCC have not been effective in muting Family Radio, fate has already 
intervened. Camping, 89, changed his rapture prediction to Oct. 21, but he is off the airwaves for 
now. Last month he had a mild stroke and is recuperating in a nursing home.

Improving your DX skills — tips from new and veteran members 


Greetings once again from the Heart of the Continent and welcome to the DX Tool Box Column 
number 30.This time around we will be looking into the future. No I don’t have a crystal ball nor do 
I know the winning lottery numbers. I was thinking more along the line of receivers. Over the last 
hundred years or so the receivers we have used have come a long, long way. Yes you can still use a 
crystal set to hear radio signals or build a regenerative receiver but those are methods used more for 
fun or nostalgia than for DXing in the 21st century. There are those of us in the hobby that still use 
radios with tubes in them and they are still great receivers and will never go out of style. After tube 
radios came the hybrid radio made up of solid state components and tubes. Finally it was on to all 
solid state with no tubes at all. Yes, receivers that did not glow in the dark except for the frequency 
display. My first all solid state receiver was my trusty ICOM IC-R70 that is still in regular use to this 
day. 

The next generation of receivers is now here. It is a radio that is not a radio. Yes, no S-Meter, no 
buttons, and no knobs! The radio is a box you plug into your computer (or a board you can mount 
right into the computer if you have a CPU box and not a laptop). The thought of a solid box with 
just a few jacks in the back for power, an antenna and a computer connection cable is a bit weird at 
first. It’s a box, not a radio, your head is telling you! How can it work with no buttons or knobs? 
Well it works off the computer using the keyboard and a mouse or mouse like add-on. The radio is 
displayed on the monitor and you work off the virtual receiver on the screen. All you have to do is 
install the software and away you go. OK yes you have to learn to use it but I can remember going 
through the manual when I got my Drake R8 trying to figure it out too. There is a learning curve 
here but in the end it is well worth it. 

These Software Defined Radios or SDR’s are the next wave for DXing. You have to wrap your 
head around the idea of using the computer as a radio but after that the things you can do with an 
SDR far outweighs the fact that there is no radio box as such. You can get several displays on the go 
on one screen to help you not only tune the radio but “see” where the other stations may be. These 
displays show a certain band width on the screen and show you on what frequencies there are 
signals coming in. You can tune to that point and hear what is on that frequency. The displays may 
also allow you to select all sorts of filters noise cancelling devices modes of operation etc. Think of 
all your radio’s button’s displayed a clickable buttons on the screen that you can pick and choose as 
you see fit. You can fiddle with the settings the same as you do on a regular radio it’s just that the 
fiddling gets done on the screen of your computer. And then there is the being able to select things 
such as multiple band widths to your own liking not the 2 or 3 settings from the factory in the older 
receivers. These SDR’s offer more selectable bells and whistles than you would find in a 
conventional receiver.

There are dozens of other links on You Tube that you can go through to see more for yourself. 

All of this may be well and good you say. It’s just a glorified radio in the computer! Well you 
would be right except for three very important points that I feel will enhance your abilities as a 
DX’er: 

1-The Cost: Here is where these SDR units come into their glory. You can get a very good SRD 
unit for between $850 and $1500 dollars US. OK not cheap but these units will probably perform as 
well as units costing several times that amount. You get, in my opinion, a real professional unit with 
enough bells and whistles to keep almost everyone happy without having to mortgage the house. 

2-Frequency Guides: There is available at this moment software that you can load up to your 
computer that will work with your SDR. This software will give you a list of stations available on 
the frequency you are tuned to so you can have a pretty good idea of what you may be listening to. 
So far this is available for shortwave frequencies only but perhaps someday we can have our AM 
LOG from NRC in a digital format and it will work much like the shortwave versions. These 
various software frequency guides are updated on a regular basis so you can keep up with the ever 
changing shortwave radio bands. Imagine a AM LOG that is say no more than one month old

instead of one year old as you go to retrieve downloadable updates. An all of this displayed on the 
screen as you tune the radio! 

3-Recording Capabilities: Here is where I see the SDR units winning over DX’ers more so than 
listeners. I love both my ICOM IC-R70 and Drake R8 receivers but I can only record one station at a 
time. Yes I can set my recorder to record the one frequency the radio is set to for several time 
periods for up to two hours in total but only on that frequency. The new WiNRADiO WR-G31DDC 
Excalibur can for example record the entire AM radio band all at once. Yes every frequency from 
530 to 1710 kHz at one time. You can set it to start recording at 5 minutes to the hour until 5 minutes 
after the hour if you want to. All you have to do is go through the recording one frequency at a time 
and listen to what was there at the recording times. I have seen this done on the Perseus SDR and it 
blew me away. The biggest problem is having enough time to listen to everything you recorded. 

This last point will change the way we DX unlike anything we have seen since radio went from 
Morse Code to voice. The new SDR units will make the hobby different in many ways some of 
which we do not yet realize. It may seem odd for your radio to be a box that you never really touch 
except to turn on or off but I think Marconi and Fessenden would be impressed.

WDAY TV, AM radio equipment damaged FARGO After Memorial 
Day storms brought station programming to a halt for WDAY TV and WDAY-AM 970 radio, 
engineers are assessing damage. FARGO After Memorial Day storms brought station programming 
to a halt for WDAY TV and WDAY-AM 970 radio, engineers are assessing damage. WDAY Channel 
6 news went down Monday around 9 p.m., and when a generator couldn’t keep the equipment cool 
enough, programming was shut down. We’re working on getting a generator in to get the bigger 
air-handling unit back online, said WDAY Operations Manager Sue Eider. While regular 
programming resumed Tuesday afternoon, Xcel Energy restored power to the station about 4:50 
p-m. Although there was no direct damage to the building or the station, Eider said the temperature 
will take its toll on the equipment. This just added insult to injury with the radio towers on west 
Main going down, she said. Eider said there is no way to assess how much revenue was lost while 
programming was down. Network programming will be lost, there’s nothing we can do, Eider said. 
We'll work with them (advertisers) to give them make-goods. Even though no permanent damage 
was sustained to the news station, storms damaged all three WDAY-AM 970 radio towers. Talk- 
show host Jay Thomas was informed of the news shortly after 9 p.m. Monday. One tower was 
completely collapsed, Thomas said. It looks like somebody just grabbed it and slammed it into the 
ground. The second tower, a little above halfway up, is just snapped. Thomas said the third tower is 
still standing, but wind and tree damage has twisted the metal. Eider said the radio station is able to 
stream radio programming. Listeners can hear programming online at www.wday.com or through 
their TVs on Channel 6-3. As of right now, Eider said crews are assessing whether the tower can be 
saved. We just don’t know yet, Eider said. We’re hopeful that we can get that one tower back up so 
we could be live. Like TV, Eider said there’s no way to determine yet how much radio revenue has 
been lost. Just like television, with advertisers, we will work with them and do the best we can to 
make good the spots once we get back up to power, she said. We just don’t know when that is. As 
for the damaged towers, Eider said they will have to be completely rebuilt, and insurance talks have 
already started. We’re talking months before we’re back to where we were yesterday (Monday), she 
said.

NOAA Space Weather Outlook 
Issued June 28 — For the period June 29-July 25, 2011 

Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels until July 3 with the return of old Region 1234 
(S16, L=246). Activity is then expected to be low followed by a further increase to low with a chance 
for isolated M-class activity as old Region 1236 rotates back on the visible disk. 

No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 

The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to be at moderate to 
high levels during June 29-July 1. A decrease to normal to moderate levels is expected during July 2- 
5 followed by an increase to moderate to high levels during July 6-7 due to a coronal hole high- 
speed stream (CH HSS). Fluxes are expected to decrease to normal to moderate levels during July 
8-19. Fluxes are expected to increase to moderate to high levels during July 20-23 following the CH 
HSS. 

Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to unsettled levels during June 29-30. A CH 
HSS is expected to boost activity to quiet to active levels during July 1-3. Mostly quiet levels are 
forecast for July 3-7 as the CH HSS subsides. An increase to quiet to unsettled levels is expected 
during July 8-9 as another CH HSS disturbs the field. Quiet levels are expected from July 10-16. 
Another recurrent CH HSS is expected to become geoeffective on July 17 bringing quiet to unsettled 
conditions. A further increase to active levels with a chance for isolated minor storm periods at high 
latitudes is expected during July 19-21 followed by quiet to unsettled levels on July 22 as the effects 
from the CH HSS subside. Quiet levels are expected from July 23-25.
